The  general  program  of  the  lorra  Crop  ejid  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  Lieet  the  public  needs  and  deiAaxid.G  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  na- 
ture ?jid  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultviral  production  in 
lovra  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agri cultii.ral 
organisations,  coiaTmercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,   and  county. 
State  and  govcrni'^iental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shoY.dng  the  trends  of 
change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  da- 
ta for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  tho  need 
for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at 
considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  scries  is 
being  issued*

and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  vrork  completed  on  Official 
Project  G5~l-72-155  of  the  '.York  Projects  Administrr.tion.     Official  Project 
6o5-7'2-3-3S  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23.

Ilonroe  County  v/as  established  in  February,  1843,  and  ori;;;inally  named 
Kishkekosh  in  honor  of  a  famous  Fo::  Indian  Chief.     Its  formal  organization 
•was  effected  in  July,  1845,     The  cor.ii".n.Gsioners  appointed  to  locate  the  county- 
seat  chose  a  site  where  Albia  now  stonds*    A  town  vras  laid  out  on  this  site 
and  noi'aed  Princeton, 


The  first  settler  on  record  seens  to  have  been  John  B.  Gray,  who  cajTie 
fron  Burlinrton  and  settled  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  county  in  Hay,  1843, 
Other  settlers  soon  followed.    Also  in  1043,  a  I'r,  Clark  laid  out  a  tovna  at 
Clark* s  Point  which  he  named  Clarksville,    At  an  election  held  in  1346, 
Princeton  v/as  chosen  as  the  permanent  county-seat,  end  soon  afteriTards  the 
name  was  changed  to  Albia. 

On  August  1,  1846,  the  name  of  the  county  was  changed  to  Ilonroe,  in  hon- 
or of  the  fifth  President  of  the  United  States.

Iionroe  County  is  18  by  24  railes  in  extent,  embracing  432  square  iiTiles  2/, 
or  276,400  acres.     Of  this  number,  262,059  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land,  3/ 
There  are  12  tormships  in  the  county  end  it  ranks  sixtieth  in  point  of  siz"e 
in  the  State,  sharing  this  place  with  Lucas  and  I.Iuscatine  counties.

The  soils  of  Monroe  County  are  grouped  into  5  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  locationj  neaaelj,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  swamp  and  bottom-lo2id, 
and  residual.

The  surface  is  hilly  and 
bro!;en  alon^]  the  streams,  it  is  rolling  on  the  narrov.ror  divides,  and  is  uore 
nearly  level  on  the  broad  inter -streai'.i  areas.     The  county  is  divided  into  two 
almost  equal  parts  by  a  comparatively  hi^h  and  narrovf  divide  e::tendin;j  from 
Lovilia  ;:.outheast\Tard  through  Albia  and  Iloravia  in  Appanoose  County,  Tito 
narroxr  divides  extend  northeast'.Tard  from  Albia  as  branches  of  the  main  di- 
vide*   '.  'ith  the  exception  of  the  divides,  the  county  is  thorouf^hly  cut  ''oj 
streaJ'as  -i/hich  reach  every  section  of  the  area.

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  brea'Cdo-vm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follovfs: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (G)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (<!-)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
rrhich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acrGa'ge"other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  ^dold  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shor/n  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  '■..'"ould  have  produced  the  some  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  19'X-  and  1933,  both  poor  crop  years,    separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  r.rere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  \re.s  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  -w'ould  select  their  best  acroagec  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  v;hich  rrould  have  a  different  and.  lo-, "-er 
A/ield.     This  separate  jdeld  estimation  \ras  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  iTas  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tovmships.     The  to-.rnship  3d  elds 
for  these  t\To  years,  then,  are  somevrhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age hucked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked*     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shor/n  by 
to'.mship  '.mth  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shoim 
to  get  total  production  vdll  residt  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  count^^  sunimary 
table  figures  for  corn  ^deld  in  1C34  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
^delds  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  ^delds  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total   -^reductions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  toimship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
3deld  and  acr-eage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  egual  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  toTmship  jdelds  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,
